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1 . Claims 7-14 and 21-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7, line 2, applicant claims a locking assembly with a lacking arm that 
engages the rail In two positions. However, in claim 5, applicant claims a locking 
assembly with a "single head portion" that engages apertures in the rail in two positions. 
It is not clear, as claimed, that the locking arm and the single head portion are the same 
structure. 

In claim 21 , applicant claims a locking cam pivotable toward the head assembly. 
However, as disclosed, the locking cam is mounted in the head assembly and it is not 
clear how it would move toward that assembly to which it is already connected. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lindenman (PGPub 2003/0034631). 

Lindenman shows a fifth wheel hitch with a pair of guide rails 16, a head 
assembly, an adjustment assembly 32 and a locking assembly 70-90 for releasably 
locking the hear assembly in different positions. The adjustment assembly includes 
side plates 32, 34 with a roller 36, 36', 36", mounted between the plates. 
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4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gottler 
(USPN 3,584,899). 

Gottler shows an adjustable fifth wheel hitch with a guide rail 3, a head assembly 
1, an adjustment assembly 2 and a locking assembly including a single head portion (O) 
engaging a first aperture with the hitch at a first position and engaging a second 
aperture with the hitch in a second position. 

5. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

6. Claims 9-14, 24, and 25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed March 19, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that claims 5-8 distinguish over the prior art to Lindenman 
because Lindenman shows a head having two fingers and each finger engages a 
respective aperture in the rail, rather than one portion engaging both apertures. The 
examiner disagrees with applicant that the present claim language distinguishes over 
Lindenman. Applicant claims a locking assembly "having a single head portion" that 
engages both apertures in the rail. Lindenman shows a locking assembly with a single 
head portion (hub 70 and fingers 78, 80) that engages apertures 86, 88 in rail 16. 
Applicant's broad claim language is not believed to distinguish over Lindenman. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
